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(54) Title: DOSAGE FORM WITH A CORE TABLET OF ACTIVE INGREDIENT SHEATHED IN A COMPRESSED ANNU- 
LAR BODY OF POWDER OR GRANULAR MATERIAL, AND PROCESS AND TOOLING FOR PRODUCING IT 

(57) Abstract: A solid dosage form for oral administration to a patient comprising a core tablet sheathed in an annular body of 
compressed powder or granular material is provided. A preferred embodiment of the solid dosage form reduces contact of the ac- 
tive ingrredient in solid form with the mucosa lining the gastrointestinal tract, which is particularly advantageous for delivering an 
ulcerative drug. A tool set comprising a columnar punch and a punch assembly comprising an annular punch and core rod, and a 
tableting process for making the solid dosage form are also provided. 
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
